Bnt  up  us  Ladies’  Daguerreotype  Portrait 
Tuhem.  A  pretty  young  Lady  to  begin 
with. — Success  of  the  first  Experiment.

But  the  reader  must  not  suppose  that  our 
only  business  in  Merida  was  the  inveatiga 
tion  of  antiquities  .  we  had  other  opera¬ 
tions  in  hand  which  gave  us  plenty  of  em¬ 
ployment.  We  bad  taken  w.th  us  a  Da¬ 
guerreotype  apparatus,  of  which  but  one 
specimen  bad  over  before  appeared  in  Y  u- 
catan.  Great  improvementa  had  been 
since  made  in  the  instrument,  and  we  had 
reason  to  believe  that  oars  was  one  of  the 
beet  ;  and  having  received  assurances  that 
we  might  do  a  large  business  in  that  line, 
we  were  induced  to  set  up  as  ladies’  Da- 
guerreotppe  portrait  taker*.  It  was  a  new 
line  for  us,  and  rather  venturesome,  but 
not  worse  than  for  the  editor  of  s  newspa 
per  to  turn  captain  of  a  steamboat  ;  and. 
besides,  ft  was  not  like  banking — we 
could  not  injure  nny  one  by  a  failure. 

Having  made  trials  upon  onrsclves  until 
we  were  tired  of  the  subjects,  and  with 
satisfactory  results,  we  considered  our¬ 
selves  sufficiently  advanced  to  begin;  and 
aa  wo  intended  to  practice  for  tbe  love  of 
the  art.  and  not  for  lucre,  we  held  that  we 
had  a  right  to  select  our  subjects  Accord- 
**ff*J.  w*  had  but  to  signify  our  wishes, 
and  the  next  morning  put  our  house  in  or¬ 
der  for  the  reception  of  onr  fair  vi  si  tore. 
We  cleared  everything  out  of  the  ham¬ 
mock,  took  the  washhand  basin  off  the 
chair,  and  threw  odds  and  ends  into  one 
corner and  as  the  ton  was  pouring  its 
rays  warmly  and  brightly  into  onr  door,  it 
w*a  farther  lighted  np  by  the  entry  of 
three  young  ladies,  with  their  respective 
papas  and  mammas  We  had  great  difficnl 
ty  in  finding  them  all  seats,  and  were 
obliged  to  pot  the  two  mammas  into  the 
hammock  together.  The  young  ladies 
wore  dressed  in  their  prettiest  costnme, 
with  earrings  and  chains,  and  their  hair 
adorned  with  flowers.  AI1  were  pretty, 
and  <>ne  waa  much  more  than  pretty ;  not 
in  tbe  style  o  Spanish  beauty,  with  dork 
eyes  and  hair,  hut  a  delicate  and  dangerous 
blonde,  simple,  natural,  nnd  unaffected, 
beautiful  without  knowing  it,  and  really 
because  sbe  could  not  help  it.  Her  name, 
too,  was  poetry  itself.  I  am  bound  to  sin¬ 
gle  her  out,  for,  late  on  the  evening  of  our 
departure  from  Merida,  she  sent  us  a  large 
cake,  measuring  out  three  feet  in  circum¬ 
ference  by  aix  inches  deep,  which,  by-lhe- 
way,  everything  being  picked  up,  I  smoth¬ 
ered  into  a  pair  of  saddle-bags,  and  spoil¬ 
ed  some  of  my  scanty  stock  of  wearing  ap¬ 
parel. 

The  ceremonies  of  the  reception  over, 
we  made  immediate  preparations  to  begin. 
Much  form  nnd  circumstance  were  neces¬ 
sary  in  settling  preliminaries  ;  and  as  we 
were  in  no  linrrv  to  get  rid  ot  our  subjects, 
we  had  more  formsbtiea  than  usual  to  go 
through  with. 

Our  first  subject  was  tbe  lady  of  the  po¬ 
etical  name.  It  was  neceeeary  to  hold  a 
consultation  upon  her  costume,  whether 
the  colors  were  pretty  and  anch  as  would 
Im  brought  out  well  or  not;  whether  a 
scarf  around  the  neck  was  advisable  ; 
Wh*  titer  the  hair  was  well  arranged,  the 
ro*o  becoming,  and  in  the  best  positio* ; 
then  to  change  it,  and  consider  the  effect 
of  the  change,  and  to  aay  and  do  many 
other  things  which  may  suggest  them¬ 
selves  to  the  reader's  imagination,  and  all 
which  give  rise  to  many  profound  remarks 
in  regard  to  artistioal  effect,  and  occupied 
asoch  time. 

The  lady  tming  arrayed  to  the  beat  sd- 
> an  tag*,  It  waa  necessary  to  seat  her  with 
raftru-nce  to  a  right  adjustment  of  light 
and  shade;  to  examine  carefully  the  fall 
ing  of  the  light  upon*  her  fare  ;  then  to 
consult  whether  it  was  letter  to  take  s 
front  or  a  aid*  view  ;  to  look  at  the  fhc* 
rerefallv  in  both  positions  ;  and,  finally,  it 
waa  necessary  to  aecur*  the  head  In  the 
right  position  1  that  it  should  he  neither 
too  high  nor  too  low  j  too  much  on  one 
side  nor  oa  the  other ;  and  aa  this  reqnlr 
*d  great  nicety,  R  wm  sometime*  actually 
indispensable  to  turn  U»e  beantlfa!  Ihtle 
head  with  our  own  hands,  which,  howersr,

Next  it  waa  accessary  to  get  the  yonng 
lady  into  focus  that  R,  to  get  her  Into 
tb#  box,  which,  in  short,  mean*  to  get  a  re¬ 
flection  of  her  face  os  tbe  glass  in  the 
camera  obeoura  *•  that  one  particular  point 
of  vlnw  which  presented  It  better  than  aay 
Other  ;  and  when  this  waa  obtained,  the 
miniature  Ukanaae  of  the  object  wen  ao 
faJthfhlly  reflected,  that,  aa  artist*  carried 
away  by  enthusiasm,  wa  were  obliged  to 
call  in  the  papas  ar.d  mammas,  who  pc* 
noonoed  It  beantitnl— to  which  dictum 
in  courtesy  obliged  to  respond, 
plat*  wa*  new  cleaned,  put  into  lb*

box,  and  the  light  shut  off.  Now  camu  a 
trying  lime  for’the  young  lady,  Bbc  must 
Deither  open  her  lips  nor  roll  her  eye*  for 
one  minute  and  thirty  seconds  by  the 
watch.  This  eternity  at  length  ended, 
and  tbe  plate  was  taksu  out.  , 

Bo  far  our  cuurM  had  b  en  before  the 
wind.  Every  new  ionuality  had  but  in¬ 
creased  our  importance  in  the  eyes  of  our 
fair  visitors  end  their  respectable  compani¬ 
ons.  Mr.  Cstherwood  retired  to  the  sd- 
joiniug  room  to  put  the  plate  in  tbe  mer¬ 
cury  bath,  while  we,  not  knowing  what 
the  result  might  be,  a  little  fearful,  and 
neither  wishing  to  rob  another  of  the 
honor  be  might  be  justly  entitled  to,  nor 
to  be  dragged  down  by  another’s  failure, 
thought  best  to  have  it  distinct!;  under¬ 
stood  that  Mr.  Cstherwood  wm  the  maes¬ 
tro,  and  that  We  were  merely  amateurs 
At  the  same  time,  on  Mr.  Csthcrwood’s  ac¬ 
count,  I  took  occasion  to  suggest  that  the 
process  was  to  complicated,  and  it*  success 
depended  upon  Such  a  variety  of  minute 
circumstances,  it  seemed  really  wonderful 
that  it  ever  turned  out  welL  Tbe  plate 
might  not  be  good,  or  not  well  cleaned,  or 
the  chemicals  might  not  be  of  the  best ; 
or  the  plate  might  be  left  too  long  ia  the 
iodine  box,  or  taken  out  too  soon ;  or  left 
too  long  in  the  bromine  box,  or  taken  out 
too  •<><«  ;  *r  a  ray  of  light  might  strike 
it  on  putting  it  into  the  camera  or  in  tak¬ 
ing  it  out ;  or  it  might  be  left  too  long  in 
the  earners  or  taken'  out  too  soon  ;  or  too 
long  in  the  mercury  bath  or  taken  out  too 
■oou ;  and  even  though  all  these  procau 
were  right  and  regular,  there  might  he 
some  other  fault  of  omission  or  commission 
which  we  were  not  aware  of;  besides 
wbioh,  climate  and  atmosphere  had  great 
influence,  and  might  render  all  of  no  avail. 
These  little  suggestions  we  considered  ne¬ 
cessary  to  prevent  too  great  a  disappoint 
ment  in  case  of  failure  ;  and  perhaps  our 
fair  visitors  were  somewhat  surprised  at 
our  audacity  in  undertaking  at  all  such  a 
doubtful  experiment,  and  using  them  st 
instrument*.  The  result,  however,  was 
enough  to  induce  as  sever  again  to  adopt 
prudential  measures,  for  the  yonng  lady’s 
image  wm  stamped  upon  the  plate,  and 
mode  a  picture  which  enchanted  her  and 
satisfied  the  critical  judgment  of  her 
friends  and  admirers. 

Onr  experiments  upon  the  other  ladies 
were  equally  successful,  and  the  morning 
glided  sway  in  this  pleasant  occupation. 

IAe  continued  practising  a  few  days 
longer  ;  and  as  all  ©r.r  good  results  were 
cxteosively  shown,  and  the  poor  ones  we 
took  care  to  keep  out  of  sight,  our  reputa¬ 
tion  increased,  and  we  had  abundance  of 
applications. 

In  this  state  of  things  we  requested 
some  friends  to  whom  we  were  under  many 
obligati. tn»,  to  be  permitted  to  wait  upon 
them  at  their  houses.  On  receiving  their 
assent,  the  next  morning  at  nine  o'clock, 
Mr.  C.  in  scales*,  with  all  the  complicated 
apparatus  packed  around  him,  drove  up 
to  their  door.  I  followed  on  foot.  It 
wss  onr  intention  logo  through  the  <vhole 
family,  uncles,  aunts,  grandchildren,  down 
to  Indian  servants,  m  many  M  would  sit ; 
but  man  is  born  to  disappointment.  I 
spare  tbe  reader  the  recital  of  our  miafor 
tunc*  that  dsy.  It  would  be  too  distress¬ 
ing.  Suffice  It  to  say  that  we  tried  plate 
after  plate,  sitting  after  sitting,  varying 
light,  time,  and  other  points  of  the  pro- 
;  but  it  wm  all  in  vain.  The  stub¬ 
born  instrument  seemed  bent  upon  con¬ 
founding  us,  and,  covering  onr  confusion 
aa  well  m  we  could,  we  gathered  up  our 
Daguerreotype  end  carried  ourselves  off. 
What  wm  the  cause  of  our  complete  dis¬ 
comfiture  we  never  ascertained,  bat  we  re¬ 
solved  to  give  up  business  as  ladies'  Da¬ 
guerreotype  portrait  takers. 

There  wm  one  interesting  incident  eon 
nected  with  onr  short  career  of  practice 
Among  the  portraits  pot  forth  wsa  one  of 
s  Indy,  which  cam*  to  tbe  knowledge  of  a 
gentleman  particularly  interested  in  the 
fair  original.  This  gentleman  had  never 
taken  any  special  notice  of  us  before,  but 
now  b*  called  upon  na,  and  very  naturally 
the  conversation  turned  upon  the  art  of 
which  w*  were  th  <r  professors.  The  por 
trait  of  this  lady  wm  mentioned,  and  by 
th*  time  ha  had  finished  his  third  straw 
cigar,  he  unburdened  himself  ol  the 
special  object  of  hi*  vjsit,  which  wm  to 
picture  a  portrait  of  bar  for  himsslf.  This 
"e*vnrd  natural  enough,  and  we  assented, 
provided  ha  would  gat  bar  to  sit ;  but  h* 
did  not  wish  either  her  or  her  friends  to 
know  anything  about  it  This  *mj  a  diffi 
«mlty.  It  wm  not  vary  easy  to  take  it  by 
stealth.  However  strong  an  impression  s 
yonng  lady  may  make  by  a  glance  upon 
some  substances,  the  can  do  nothing  anon 
a  silver  plate  Hera  eh*  require#  th*  aid 
of  iodine,  bromine,  and  mercury.  But  tba 
young  man  wm  fertile  in  expedients.  He 
■aid  that  wa  could  anally  make  soma  ex¬ 
am,  promising  her  something  more  petr 
fort,  sod  in  making  two  or  three  Imprra- 
afona,  could  slip  on*  away  for  him.  This 
wm  by  no  mean*  a  bad  avggastitn,  at 
far  m  ha  area  cunoarnad,  trot  w* 
qualm*  of  cooarinnoa  While 
deliberating  ■  matter  wm  tetro¬ 
de  eod  which  perhaps  lay  as  near  Dr.  Cab- 
ora  heart  sa  lha  rouse  lad*  did  that 
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of  our  trumd.  That  was  a  pointer  or  set  - 
tor  dog  for  bunting,  of  which  the  doctor 
wm  in  great  want.  The  gentleman  said 
ho  had  one— the  only  on*  io  Merida— and 
lie  would  give  it  lor  the  portrait.  It  wm 
clear  that  the  young  man  war  it  a  bad 
way  ;  he  would  iay  down  his  life,  giving 
up  smoking,  part  with  his  dog,  or  commit 
any  other  extravagance.  The  case  wa* 
touching.  The  doctor  wo*  really  interest¬ 
ed  j  and,  after  all,  what  harm  could  it  do  I 

There  is  uo  immediate  connexion  be¬ 
tween  taking  Daguerreotype  portraits  and 
the  practice  of  surgery,  hut  circumstances 
bring  close  together  things  entirely  dis¬ 
similar  in  thetnseives.  and  we  went  from 
one  to  the  other.  Secluded  s*  Merida  is, 
sod  seldom  visited  by  strangers,  the  fame 
of  new  discoveries  in  science  is  slow  reach¬ 
ing  it,  and  the  new  operation  of  Moat. 
Guerin  for  the  cure  of  strabismus  had  not 
been  heard  of  In  private  intercourse  wc 
had  spoken  of  this  operation,  and,  ur 
order  to  make  it  known,  and  extend  its 
benefits,  Doctor  Cabot  bad  offered  to  per¬ 
form  it  In  Merida.  The  Merida  people 
have  generally  fine  eyes,  but,  either  be¬ 
cause  our  attention  wm  particularly  direct¬ 
ed  to  it,  or  that  it  is  really  tbe  case,  there 
seemed  to  be  more  squinting  eyes,  or 
biscos,  m  they  ore  called,  than  are  usually 
seen  in  any  one  town,  ami  ia  Merida,  m  in 
some  other  places,  this  is  not  esteemed  s 
beauty ;  but,  either  from  want  of  confi¬ 
dence  in  a  stranger,  or  a  cheap  estimation 
oi  the  qualifications  of  s  medico  who  uk- 
ed  no  pay  for  his  services,  the  doctor’s 
philanthropic  purposes  were  not  appreci¬ 
ated.  At  least,  no  one  cared  to  be  the 
first  ;  and  m  the  doctor  had  no  sample  of 
bis  skill  with  him,  no  subject  offered. 

We  had  fixed  the  day  for  our  departure; 
and  the  evening  bnt  one  before,  a  direct 
overture  wm  made  to  the  doctor  to  per¬ 
form  the  operation.  The  subject  wm  a 
boy.  and  the  application  in  his  behalf  was 
made  by  a  gentleman  who  formed  one  of  a 
circle  in  which  we  were  in  the  habit  of 
visiting,  and  whom  we  were  all  happy  to 
have  it  in  onr  power  to  serve. 

At  ten  n'eiook  the  doctor's  snblect  made 
his  appearance.  He  wm  the  eon  of  a  wi¬ 
dow  lady  of  very  respectable  family,  about 
fourteen  years  old,  but  small  of  statu  e, 
and  presenting  even  to  the  most  casual 
glance  the  stamp  of  a  little  gentleman. 
He  had  large  black  eyes,  but,  unluckily, 
their  expression  was  very  ranch  nynred  by 
an  inward  squint.  With  the  light  heart 
of  boyhood  however,  he  seemed  indiffer¬ 
ent  to  his  persona]  appearance,  and  came, 
as  he  said,  because  his  mother  told  him  to 
do  so.  His  handsome  person,  and  modest 
and  engaging  manners,  gave  ua  immedi 
ately  a  strong  interest  in  his  favor,  lie 
is  accompanied  by  the  gentleman  who 
had  spoken  of  bringing  him,  Dr.  Bado,  a 
Guatimalian  educated  in  Paris,  the  oldest 
and  principal  physician  of  Merida,  and  by 
several  friends  of  the  family,  whom  we 
did  not  know. 

Preparations  were  commenced  immedi¬ 
ately.  The  first  movement  wm  to  bring 
out  a  long  table  near  the  widow ;  then  to 
spread  upon  it  a  mattress  and  pillow  ; 
and  upon  these  to  spread  tbe  boy.  Until 
the  actual  moment  of  operating,  the  pre¬ 
cise  character  of  this  new  businees  bad 
presented  itself  to  my  mind,  and  alto¬ 
gether  it  opened  by  no  means  so  favorably 
as  Daguerreotype  practice. 

Not  aiming  tp  be  technical,  but  desiring 
to  give  tbe  reader  the  benefit  of  such  scraps 
of  learning  m  I  pick  np  in  my  travel*, 
modern  science  ho*  discovered  that  the 
eye  is  retained  in  its  orbit  by  six  muscles, 
which  pull  it  up  and  down,  inward  sad 
ogtward,  and  that  the  undue  contraction 
of  either  of  these  muse  lee  produces  that 
obliquity  called  squinting,  which  wm  once 
supposed  to  proceed  from  convulsions  in 
ehildhood,  or  other  unknown  cause*  The 
cure  discovered  it  the  cuttlog  of  the  con¬ 
tracted  muscle,  by  meant  of  which  the  eye 
falls  Immediately  into  its  proper  place. 
This  muscle  lies  under  the  surfhee  ;  and, 
m  it  is  necessary  to  pass  through  a  mem 
hraae  of  the  eye,  the  cutting  c^not  be 
done  with  a  broad  axe  or  a  handsaw.  In 
fact.  It  requires  s  knowledge  of  the  anato¬ 
my  of  the  eye,  manual  dexterity,  fine  In 
struments,  and  Mr.  Catharwood  and  myself 
for  Moisten  t*. 

Onr  patient  remained  perfectly  quiet, 

ith  his  tittle  hands  folded  aero**  his 
breast ;  but  while  the  knife  wm  cutting 
through  the  muar.le  he  gave  one  groan,  ao 
piteous  and  heart-rending,  that  it  sent  into 
the  next  room  all  who  were  not  immedi 
ately  engaged.  Bat  before  the  sound  of 
th«  groan  had  died  sway  the  operation 
wm  over,  and  the  boy  mac  with  hi*  ey* 
Weeding,  trot  perfectly  straight.  A  band¬ 
og*  wm  tied  over  It,  and,  with  a  few 
directions  for  Its  treatment,  amid  the  con¬ 
gratulations  and  praises  of  all  present, 
and  wearing  the  samr  stall*  with  wnlnh  be 
bed  entered,  th*  I  itt  I*  1*1  low  walked  off  to 
his  mother 

The  news  of  thfa  wonder  spread  rapid 
1y,  and  before  night  Dr.  Cabot  bad  aimer 
on*  and  pressing  applications,  among 
which  wm  on*  from  a  gwntlemai 
were  all  daairrras  fcn  oblige,  as 
this  defect  in  both  eyas. 

On  his  aoeonat  ws  determined  to  post¬ 
pone  o*r  departure  another  day ;  and,  in 
rurtharanes  of  bt*  original  pwrpone.  Dr. 
Os  bnt  mentioned  that  h#  would  perform 
the  operation  upon  all  who  shoe*  to  offer. 


We  cei  taioly  look  no  trouble  to  spread 
this  notice,  but  the  next  morn  mg,  when 
we  returned  trout  breakfast,  there  wm  a 
gathering  of  squint  eyed  boys  around  the 
door,  who,  with  their  Mend*  and  backers, 
made  a  formidable  appearance,  and  almost 
obstructed  our  entrance.  As  toon  m  tiic 
door  opened  there  wm  s  rush  inside  ;  and 
M  some  of  these  slanting  eyes  might  uot  he 
able  to  distinguish  between  meum  and 
team,  we  were  obliged  to  help  their  pro¬ 
prietor*  out  into  the  street  again. 

At  ten  o’clock  the  big  table  was  drawn 
up  to  tfie  window,  and  the  mattrvM  and 
pillow  Were  spread  npou  it,  bat  there  was 
uuck-  a  gathering  aroand  the  window  that 
tve  had  to  hang  up  a  sheet  before  it.  In¬ 
vitations  had  been  given  to  Dr.  Bado  ami 
UT.  Manor,  and  ail  physician*  who  chose 
to  come,  and  having  met  the  governor  in 
the  evening,  I  had  asked  him  to  be  present. 
These  all  honored  us  with  their  company, 
together  with  a  number  of  self-invited 
persons,  who  had  introduced  themselves, 
and  could  not  well  be  turned  out,  m«kim> 
quite  a  crowded  room. 

Th*  first  who  presented  himself  wm  a 
•tout  lad  about  nineteen  or  twenty,  whom 
we  had  never  seen  or  heard  of  before. 
Who  be  wm  or  where  he  c.uuc  from  wu 
did  not  know,  but  he  was  a  bisco  of  the 
worst  kind,  and  seemed  able-bodied 
enough  to  undergo  anything  in  the  way  of 
surgery.  As  soon  m  the  doctor  began  to 
cut^  the  m.iscle,  however,  our  strapping 
patient  gave  signs  of  restleMoew  ;  and  aR 
at  ouoe,  with  on  actual  bellow,  he  jerked 
his  head  on  one  tide,  carried  away  the 
doctor's  hook,  and  shut  his  eye  upon  it 
with  a  sort  of  lockjaw  grip,  as  If  deter¬ 
mined  it  should  never  be  drawn  out.  How 
my  hook  got  out  1  have  no  Idea ;  fortun¬ 
ately,  the  doctor  let  his  go,  or  the  lad’s 
eye  would  have  been  scratched  out.  Aa  it 
war,  there  he  ut  with  the  liandage  slip 
pod  above  one  eye,  and  tbe  other  dosed 
upon  the  hook,  the  handle  of  which  stood 
out  straight.  Probably  at  th.it  moment 
he  would  have  been  willing  to  sacrifice 
pride  of  personal  appearance,  keep  his 
squint,  and  g»  through  life  with  his  eye 
•but,  the  hook  in  It,  and  the  bundle  stick¬ 
ing  out;  but  the  instrument  waa  too  valu¬ 
able  to  be  lost.  And  it  wm  interesting 
sad  instructive  to  notice  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  eqaaaimitv  of  one  who  bad  s 
hook  in  his  eye,  ana  that  of  lookers-on 
*ho  had  not.  Ail  the  spectators  upbraided 
him  with  bis  cowardice  and  want  of  heart, 
and  after  a  round  of  reproof  to  which  he 
could  make  no  answer,  he  opened  hi  1  eye 
ssd  let  out  tbe  hook.  But  ha  had  made  a 
bad  busimss  of  it.  A  few  ssrnnds  longer, 
and  tbe  operation  would  have  been  com 
pleted.  As  it  was,  the  whole  work  had  to
